Test Verbs 

Test verbs are verbs from test cases used to check requirements traceability. The initial ones were 
generated from the seed verbs by parsing the synonym sets and related sets. 

Test verbs are created by parsing synonym sets and related word sets. These sets are created by 
manually copying and pasting data from thesauri into a MS Access database. Some editing from British 
spelling to American has been made. Also, some paste errors have been identified and corrected. 

During analysis, definitions were added for other verbs, which were then parsed for additional test 
verbs. A total of 4,137 test verbs were established.
